CoilspicuoUH among the old muuti- 
taineers who "hit the trail" was an 
old. grisBled, bearded man, whose 
name waa on every lip "f the Htate, 
whoae ili-edH were told at ulKht around 
the bluKlng hearth of the mountain Iok 
houaea, whoae name waa uaed to 
frighten young children — Anse Hut- 
fleld, the one-time leader of the Hat- 
fleld-McCoy feud. He Is an uncle of 
the present Oovemor of the State. He 
will go back to hlH mountain home to 
awaln become a leader, this time un- 
der the banner of the croaa. 

The mountaineers, young and old, 
oono to the meetings on horsebadc. in 
every kiiid of vehicle, and many walk. 

His sermon on "Amusements" was 
preached to a crowd that (llled the 
tabernacle to overflowing long before 
the opening hour of the aervlcea. 

The theater, aaloon and the dance 
were denounced, and he said cards and 
dancing were worse spiritual enemies 
of the church than the saloon. 

"If you kee|> the carda, throw the 
Htl'le III the alley; if you keep the Bl- 
Mi throw the cards in the alley," he 

declared. 

"Worldllness has crept Into the 
church, and one of the most infectious 
dhMasea is the dance. 1 loathe the 
tango, the buiuiy hug and the other 
piuialon-producing dances that wrlg- 
Kled out uf the pit of ban, with aU the 
(Ire within me. 

"1 have more rcapeot for a saloon- 
keeper than I have for the dancing 
teacher. The preacher that keeps hia 
mouth ahut on the subject la too big a 
coward to keep hla Job. If you are 
bound to dance, church membera, then 
get out of the church. 1 wouldn't drag 
the church of Ood acresa the ballroom 
door."

He had Just concluded a trip to 
Kentucky and had announced that he 
would not be a candidate to succeed 
himself. . <^ 

The . funeral aervtces were held In 
Frankfort Tuesday afternoon at the 
residence of Mrs. John O. Sooth, 
daughter of the dead senator. The In- 
terment took place In the State ceme- 
tery. Governor McCreary made the 
following remarks about Senator 
Unidley: 

'Senator Bradley was an able law- 
yer and an eloauent speaker and an 
ackncrwledged leader in the Republican 
party.

SWEIT CLOVER. 

In View of the wide Interest now 
being taken in the raising of sweet 
clover the following from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture Is timely and In- 
structive: .- t • 

fhe Kansas Experiment Station in 
a recent pub1l6atloti makes It plain 
that sweet clover, a--hitherto negleOted 
plant, despised as a pernicious weed, 
haa very conHlderable aKiicultural 
value. It la stated that "aa a soli im- 
prover it la uiMxpsled; «pd as a fbr- 
for green mantirs or alldsirad to remain 
one In building up the humus contan*. 
age (Tup It can be utilised to good jLd- 
vnntage where alfalfa or red clover 
can not be HucceHHfully grown." 

Attention is called to the fact that 
"there are several varieties of swaet 
clover, of which the common white 
clover and the large biennial yellow 
Hweet clover are the most important 
Tlie white variety Is generally lo be 
preferred for farm purpoHen, allhouKh 
the biennial yellow Is sometimes pre 
terred Where hay pradimtlon is dasir 
ed." Sweet clover Is adapted to a 
wide raiiKe of soils, and while It dues 
beHi on g'.od Hoils, it will make a sat- 
iHtaetory growth on very poor hoIIh. 

Crown <Mi good .Moil and itroperl> 
handled it makes u fair quality of hay 
which nuiy In many cases be substi 
tuted with advantage for the more 
valuable alfalfa and clover hays. In 
actual nutritive cunHtltuenta It Is 
pni('il(uily e(|ual to these. It makes 
an vvrelli.ni paHture for cattle, wheep, 
horHes, ufiU bugs, and for this purpose 
BDwy b« profitably grown on very poor 
and rough land. 

For quick results in Inilprovlng the 
soil sweet clover Is superior to most 
other crops. Iih ability to thrive well 
on soils laekiriK in liiunuH or otherwise 
'tMtdly run down makes 11 espeotally 
adapted for this ptirposa. Like al- 
falfa, cowpeaa, and other legumes, it 
ban the ability to obtain nitrogen from 
the air by means of the nitrogen- 
gathering bacteria which live in tu- 
bercles on the roots of the plants, thus 
adding much nitrogen to the soil In 
which it grows. When plowed under 
on the land this crop Is a very efflolen*. 
of tb« soil. The large roots, which 
penetrate deeply, break up the lower 
layers of the soil and add much humus 
thereto when they decay, thuH Im- 
proving the physical condition of the 
soli to a considerable depth below the 
depth of plowing. Sandy as well as 
heavy clay and hardpan soils, which 
would not otherwise produce satis- 
factory iTopH, may be ho improved In 
le.\iiire liy growing Hweet clover for 
a few years that they l,ecoine iiulte 
productive. 

A weed has been defined as a plant 
which haa not yet found its proper 
uae. In view of present knowledge 
of its posBlbllities sweet clover can no 
longer bs rogarded as a waad.

MEXICO A GREAT NATION 

UNDER THE AZTECS. 



Why the Astecs left their northern 
home is not known, aven in legend, 
but they were Instigated to their wan- 

derlngK. tradition says, by their fabled 
war Koil, llull/llop.iohtll, or Mexitl, 
from which came the name "Mexica," 
or "Astsca," by which thaas people 
called themselves. Prom the beginning 
of the Tenth to the beginning of the 
Thirteenth century Anno Domino, this 
tribe Journeyed and Kojourned on its 
Southward way, from valley to valley, 
from lake to lake, from ("hapala lo 
Patscuaro, and thence to Tula, the 
old Toltec capital.

The .-VzlerH are So tailed from Aatlan, 
th.- Miythli'Ul nurthi rn Iiniii of the Sev- 
en caves, from which they migrated 
to the south to set up a powerful em- 
pire In the valley of Mexloo.

But the fatal 
prophecy of the coming of the aveng- 
ing white ^od, QuetsalcoatI, to destroy 
the Aal^c power, paralyzed the arm 
and brain of Montezuma and rendered 
him a prey to tho_ diplomacy, the dar- 
ing and the valor of Cortes.

generally the caae today. In the aver 
age crossroads store of the mountain 
country, or in any "general atore" of 
the small mountain towns, you will And 
complete a stock of ready-made 
clothing and cheap dress goods aa you 
would aee In a country atore almost 
anywhere else. 

Mr, Barton says the mountaineer's 
songs are sad, and he Inatances the 
fact that the pathetic "Barbary Allen" 
la sometimes sung in mountain homes. 
There is no doubt about "Harljary Al- 
len" being a sad one, especially as re- 
gards its dirgelike tune; but anyone 
who thinks the mountaineer's musical 
taste runs to mournful themes ought 
to hear some of their tiddlers or "ban- 
Jerplckers" break loose with "The Wild 
Herse," "Turkey in the Straw,' ■Wild 
Hogs in the Red Brush," "The Uld Hen 
Cackled as She IFIew," "Tug Fork, 
"Brushy Mountain," "Boatin' on San- 
dy," or "Flat Gap." 

Mr. Barton's pictures Prof. Frost 
explaining to toWns like CutBhIn and 
Hellfiirsartin tliat there really is a 
world beyond the Gap." I don't know 
what sort of town a town "like Cutshin 
or Hellfursartin" would be, as there is 
no town of either name In the Ken- 
tucky mountains— popular tradition to 
the contrary notwithstanding. Cutshin 
and HellfurKartln ore small creeks that 
flow Into the .Middle Fork of Kentucky 
rtver near Hydeu. Itoth tliene creeks 
are in Leslie county, and Hyden Is the 
only town In that county. 

And as for the mountaineer'a present 
state of civilization — or lack of it — let 
me say that the Kentucky mountain- 
eer, taken as a class. Is not nearly so 
uncivilized u.s tlie outside world seema 
to think. It is true that he plays "sev- 
en -up" Instead of poker, dances the 
Virginia reel instead of the tango, 
drinks "Fbite" liquor Instead of "red," 
and prefers a pips to a cigarette. While 
you and 1 know ioU o( things that he 
doesn't know, he will sometimes sur- 
Krise u8 by knowing some things that 
we don't know. For in.staiice, lie builds 
roads, houses, fences, water mills, sus- 
penalon bridges, "splash dama," and 
'ripraps;" he is a good blackamlth, 
barnesa maker, target shot and logger, 
un excellent politician, usually a fairly 
good farmer, and often a quite able 
readier or musician. 
And aa tu the towns, Instead of con- 
sidering such wholly Imaginary towns 
as- "Cutshin" and "Hellfursartin, " look 
at a few of those that actually exist, 
and compare them with country towns 
elsewhere in our land, Jackson, the 
county seat of "Uloody Breathitt," has 
two wholesale houses, each of which 
cltiilDK III do un annual Inisiness in e.\- 
o«u« of )1U0,00U. Beuttyvllle, in Lee 
county, has over 115,000 Invested In 
iron street bridges ^ver the small 
strream that runs through its midst, 
and it also has one of the larnesi saw- 
mill* In the State. Estill Springs, in 
Kstill eounly. has ionn ln en noted as a 
health resort. FalntsvlUe, iu Johnson

A few miles south of rnintsville is 
rreHtonHburg. with a Kreat steel l.riclKe, 
built and owned by local ctipilal, and 
a fine brick college building, now oc- 
cupied by a B&ptlst school. Here you 
will see several very creditable resl 
deuces, one of which, built at a cost of 
IfiO.ono, Is owned and ooouiiied by 
■innuntaineer" whcwe lliiie grown 
children are all graduates of well 
known eoUeges. From Prestonsburg a 
horseback ride of thlrty-flve miles to 
the west will take you to Htndman, In 
the very heart of the mountains; here 
Tou will find electric lights and an ex- 
cellent roUeRe for young women, under 
the auspices of the W, C. T. U. A day's 
ride to the south lies Wbitesburg 
whose court house, brick bank and 
store buildings, and bright little weekly 
neWBpnper are superior to those pos- 
Hvsseil by many small towns of locali- 
ties whose people are wont to picture 
the Kentucky mountaineer as "unclvl- 
Uzed." From Whltesburg ride fifty 
milse, eaat and south, ovei- the nigged 
Cumberland mountain and down the 
pietureSque Cumberland river to the 
little town of HarUin, still' flustered 
over its recent acquisition of a rail 
road; take the train here and go dowi 
the valley to Middlesborough; here 
among towering mountains and In 
sight of the famous Cumberland Gap, 
you wllj find a thriving city ot 7,000 
people, well-paved streets, handsome

The Worth of the Farm Agent. 

Fiscal Courts are not especially 
■oted oft' the Kood Judgment with 
which they appropriate county funds. 
Inforoaatlon to the effect that the Fia- 

fatl <;ourt of Whitley county has made 
an appropriation for the emi)li>yment 
ot a county farm agent is to be wel- 
cn»ei as an evidence that now and 
then these bodies may be relied upon 
to do the proper thing. 

The last Legislature passed an en- 
abling act which makes it possible for 
Fiscal Courts to make these appropri- 
ations. Whitley is the flrst of the 
I— iitnin counties to take this step, 
and (be maslatrates who voted for the 
appropriation have demonstrated their 
wisdom and progresslvenus. Most of 
the counties in EJaatern Kentucky are 
IncreHsing In population. Some of 
them in the course of their industrial 
devt^lopment are neglecting their agri- 
cultural interests. This should not be 
the case. Some of them already are 
near the end of their timber resources. 
They have great mineral wealth, but 
the coal when once mined cannot be 
replaced. Their one abiding resource 
Is the soil. 

The mountain counties of Kentucky 
are not now producing enough food- 
■tuff to supply the needs of their pop- 
tllatlon. They are paying out millions 
of dollars annually for products that 
might be grown at home. Thin is a 
. corulltion that can be rectified. \i\ im- 
prorlns the farms, by conserving tlie 
aoil. by reclaiming the wornout lands, 
by adopting better methods of farm- 
Init and by Increasinc the production 
of Ihreotock. 

It Is Just here that the services of 
the farm agent are valuable. Tho 
average farmer has never seen an ag- 
rieultural college and he pays scant 
attention to the vast amount of print- 
ad advice that is served up to him in 
various ways. But there are plenty of 
ttrmen everywhere who are glad to 
a«nU themselves of the services and 
the adrioe of the county agent He 
Uvea and moves among them and his 
pnmtituX assistance Is of more affect 
OmM tons of Hterature.

THE OPENING OF AN EMPIRE." 

The fullowing interesting article was 
written by M. Desha Breokenridge, 
wiii«>waa fritb the party of B. * 0.,«nd , 
ConioUdated Fuel Co. stockholders | 
and offldals which made the trip a 
short time ago through the "empire" 
he MO well describes. It waa taken 
from Mr. Breckenridge's paper, the 
Lexington Herald. 

We have Just returned from a trip 
which we wish every oltlseh of Ken- 
tucky could and would take. From 
the stanlpolnt of information, of in- 
terest and of pleasure. It Is one of the 
mo.<<t delightful trips that a Kentuck- 
ian can possibly take. ' 

Three years ago the licxlngton & 
E:astem Railroad stopped at Jaekson, 
Breathitt oottttty: the Big Sandy dlv>- 
Islon of the Chesapeake ft Ohio ex- 
tended only to Elkhorn City: between 
the terminus of the Lexington & East- 
ern and the terminus of the Big Sandy 
division of the C. & O., a distance of 
one hundred and forty miles, waa a 
railroad de«ert. The Illimitable supply 
of coal underlying the mountains, on 
which stand apparently inexhaustible 
forests of hard wood tiniber, was ut- 
terly inaccessible. But little difterent 
from the condition in which Boone, 
Crockett and their companions found 
that . country, when they biased the 
way from Virginia to the Dark and 
Bloody Qround, was this empire, un- 
derlaid with coal suflldent to .supply 
the world, crowned with forentH sur- 
passing any in the State. 

Not within a hundred years had 
there been any Increase in the popula- 
tion. The more virile, vigorous, intel- 
ligent of the men had scaled the moun- 
tains and gone out through the |>asses 
to the lowlands, in many cases win- 
ning high .success and achieving wide 
reputation, but leaving upon other.s 
the burden of existence in the moun- 
tain fastness from which they escaped. 

He would have been a rash prophet 
who three years ago would have at 
templed to draw a picture ef the 
change in these mouiitairi.s within .so 
short a time. The Lexington tt Easl- 
ern has been extended from Jackson 
one hundred miles; Its terminus Is 
now McRoberts, a town built within 
the past three years. Through Shelby 
Gap, up the Elkhorn thirty-flve miles 
a railroad has been t>uilt to Jenkins, 
where there are over seven thousand 
people, and from which Is daily ship- 
ped thousands of tons of coal. 

McRoberts, the terminus of the Le.\- 
ington & Kastern on the west, and 
.lenkins, the terminus of the Baltimore 
& Ohio on the east, are tive mile.s 
apart. Instead of an untraveled wil- 
derness betwMn these railroads there 
is now a macadam roadway across the 
mountain, over which motor cars make 
hourly trips.

How many of the people of Central 
Kentucky have even the dimmest con- 
ception of the wealth that has been 
poured with lavish hands, guided, 
however, by wise Judgment, into these 
mounlalriH to secure the coal that is 
now admitted to be the best coal pro- 
duced In AmericaT 

Not hundreds of thousands, not mil- 
lions only, but tens of millions of dol- 
lars have been spent by the railroads 
to secure the tonnage, and other mil- 
lions by the coal companies to furnish 
the tonnage which the railroads suught 
so earnestly. Up strjtaina that It seem- 
ed almost Impossible that even a mule 
could go, through motintalns over 
which a goat only could climb the 
railroads have penetratei] the mountain 
fastne.'is and are today carrying out 
train load after train load o( coal that 
Is unequalled.

"The State of Kentucky mourns the 
loss of a distinguished citizen, the 
IMOuntalha a devoted and beloved son. 
No marble shaft, however Immense or 
tall, however bright or shining, can 
fitly mark hl.s resting place; but the 
whole range of KuHtern Kentucky hills, 
the land which «nvc him hiilh and 
which he loved, shall sttind us u proud 
monument to John C. C. Mayo. He It 
ifas who ennobled and made the world 
to recognise, respect and revere these 
Very hills, who turned the eye of scorn 
and derision Into one of admiration for 
his country, who silenced slander luiil 
elicited for it the voice of praise. He 
was ours, and the loss — the great, 
Irreparable loss is ours. The aiixtety 
ot the watchers at his bedside was 
shared by the mountaineers— all of us, 
oh hillsideH. in viillpya, In coves, and 
In holU>ws. Day iiftcr day among the 
hill people the salutation has been, 
"How Is John Mayo today?" and as he 
Improved or suffered our spirits rose or 
f^I. It has, perhaps, never been given 
to a private cltlien to be so well or so 
universally loved. It has, perhaps, 
never been K'ven to the wife of a pri- 
vate citizen to have so many to share 
her anxiety, or to the widow to have 
so many to share her grief as has Mrs. 
Mayo, He was great and true, and we 
are olanntsh; all mountaineers are akin 
in time of sorrow and distress, and 
this great blow is indeed our common 
sorrow. 

"John C. C. Mayo wa.-j a Kentucklan. 
• » Methodist, a Democratic National 
Committeeman, a Colonel on the Oov- 
ei-nor'a staff, a multimillionaire; but 
first of all he was a mountaineer, with 
all the traits of a mountaineer highly 
exemplified in his character. To many 
he was best known for hiH marvelous 
success as a promoter and organizer 
and a financier; but to us he was best- 
known and most loved for his loyalty 
to the people of the hills, and his gen- 
erous giving of himself, and sharing of 
his means in the development and up- 
building of this country. Wealth nev 
er spoiled him for a moment, nor 
chaiitjid in the allRhtest decree his 
plain and simple mountain manner. 
He employed his wealth as a means of 
bettering conditions In his country 
and of elevating Its people. Many a 
church steeple on the hillside and in 
the valley tells of his generosity ; many 
a mountain school owes to him its ex- 
istence; while an army of mountain 
tfoyM, . who have become intelligent, 
useful men, oian testify of his beinfac- 
jlgn, HiH lUUM iiM m««uit to all a 
Anonym foi' thrift, industry, oourage, 
perseverance, honesty and hensvolence. 
His patriotism was manifested in ev- 
ery way. The pictures even which 
adorn the walls of his home today - 
that home completed so recently and 
•nlogred by him for .so'brlef • spelV— 
are not the world's famous master- 
pieces, nor fair scenes of foreign lands; 
but they are all pictures of mountain 
scenery, the Breaks of Sandy, the Old 
Mayo Farm, Jenkins when it was a 
trackless fore8t,and other scenes among 
the hills. When the remains of John 
C. C. Mayo were conveyed up theSandy 
Valley to their last resting place, they 
Were transported over a railroad that 
his own thrift and enterprise ha.s in- 
vited; from the station at PaintHVlllr 
the Cortege marched along a street 
paved through his own pride and mun- 
flcence, and the boly was born to a 
^urch buiudlng under his own careful 
■upervision and largely from his own 
eontributions — the most beautiful 
ehurch in all the mountains. This por- 
trays but a KlImp.Me of the intricate 



manner In which his whole life wM 
Interwoven with the insatutlons and 
development of the hill country. 

"The way to mourn and to pay tri- 
bute to our beloved dead is to exem- 
plify In our lives the graces which 
aiiiirned theirs, and to strive to com- 
plete the achievements for which they 
unselflshly strove. John C, C. Mayo 
In one decade, through his wondrous 
vision and faith and energy, pushed 
his country forward a hundred years. 
Those of us who loved and admired 
him, can liest lionor him by dedicating 
ourselves to the work which he has so 
well begun, that of developins the 
mountains of EUutem Kentucky, and 
making the country more habitable 
and its people more prosperous, happy 
and lilest. 

John Mayo's Mighty Struggle.

John Mayo was not a soldier on the 
buttletleld, but he fought a mighty 
struggle against great odds and won 
his victory. There was no blare pf 
trumpets or brilliant show of military 
trappings, but there was a flght Ju.st 
the same, and all heroes are not to he 
found bn the battletield. Somehow it 
has always seemed to us that there 
should be as much glory due the strong 
man who Aghts on, undlscouraged, the 
silent battle that Is his alone, and wins, 
as to him who grasps his honors at 
the expense of the myriad dead and 
dyinK on a Mood-stained lialtleticld. 
forrit l>riiu^-ht develoiumMii to liis 
Stale, wealth to hiinseif honestly 
gained, and the respect and confidence 
of his fellowmen. We have In mind 
man-made heroes who have fought 
less valiantly and gained far less de- 
serving victories. 

Way to Senate Open to Mr. Mayo. 

Although but few are aware of the 
fact. John C. O. Mayo might have been 
in the I'nited States Senate at the 
time of his death If he had but ac- 
cept«d th^ toga. It was six years ago 
when J. C. W. Beckham made his los- 
ing flght for the seat in the Senate and 
William O. Bradley was elected by a 
Democratic Legislature. 

After the Democratic leaders ill botU 
the House and Senate saw that Oov. 
Beckham could not he elected a confer- 
ence was called In Louisville. In the 
conference were but half a dosen men, 
including Mr. Mayo. The conference 
began on Saturday and lasted until 
Sunday night. 

After being shown that he could lie 
electcU tci the Seualf if tie would l>ut 
give the word Mr. Mayo said that it 
was up to Oov. Beckham and that he 
would not get Into the flght unless 
Beckham agreed to withdraw and 
leave a clear fleld. He was also willing 
to sidestep reelection and allow Beck- 
ham to make the race in 1914. Gov. 
Beckham after seeing the men who had 
talked the matter over with Mr. Mayo 
declared he would flght until the finish 
and If beaten would come back six 
years later. Mr. Mayo did not get In- 
to the flght and Senator Bradley was 
elected. — New York Sun. 

(The above is a correct statement of 
what occurred at that time.)

Mayo & letter asking htm to make the 
race this year for the United States

My troop is 
campthg In a eocoanut grove which in 
greatly appreciated by the men as (he 
water around here la very bad and in- 
stead of drinking it, we drink cocoanut 
milk which is very refreshing and not 
dangerous to drink. < 

For several days the cavalry was 
used for patroling the city and at first 
there Was plenty of excitement for us. 
It was our duty to locate snipers, ar- 
rest all susiiicioiis characters ami en- 
force the law generally. While <m one 
of these patrols we became suspicious 
of four Mexicans wearing a White 
Cross insignia on their arms carrying 
a man on a litter, and decided to ex- 
amine the party. They tried to keep 
us away by telling us' that they had 
the corpse of a man who had died from 
contagious disease. I rode up anil 
gave a couple of blows with my saber 
and out jumped a Mexican with plenty

soaking them for two houra In thirty 
gallons of water and formalin, and 
after treatment It Is only neoeaaary to 
lift tha aack out. drain out the fluid, 
and apread the potatoea out to dry be- 
fore cutting tbem. 

Dry Rot is alao a funirus disease. 
I'otatoes sometimes ap|>ear to be por- 
fertly sound, yet when rtit ahow a 
brown line of varying thickness just 
within the akin and often following 
the greater part of the circumference. 
Thla Is the work of a dry rot fungus. 
Keiwrally, in Kentucky, a apeclea 
known aa Fuaarlum uxyaporuin. 8uch 
potat(»ea ouKbt alwaya lit bf rejected. 
They are certain to convey the dis- 
ease to the crop. No. treatment will 
reach the fungua within the potatoea. 
Whi-n buying potatoea It la well to cut 
Honii> of them to aee if the disease is 
prrai'iit. 

Itolb Hciib and dry rot fungi remain 
In the soil for a time, hence old potato 
land la likely to produce more badly 
diseased pntatoM than new land.

I'Yiilta of all kind have escaped de- 
fllructlon l»> fi-.'c/.ing and the ui>ple, 
caerry and plum crop la unusually 
promising. Peara and peaches Buf- 
fered some from late frost, especially 
in the central part of the State, how- 
ever, we will have more than three- 
fourtha of a pear and peach cro|>. The 
Ktrawberriea are in k<io(I condition 
with promise of a bountiful yield. 
NInety-flve per cent of a itotato crop 
la planted. 

Uve atook of all kinds rame through 
the winter In good condition. It is ea- 
tlmated that i per cent of the lio.-aea 
died in the laMt 11' niorjiha, 3 per cent 
of the mules and 3.7 per cent of the 
cattle. The hiaa of aheep la eatimated 
at 6 per cent and lambs at 10 per cent. 
The greateat loas Is from hog cholera 
and it Ih eatimated that 11.3 per cent 
of Ihc boga of thi' State were loat by 
IbiH iliaeuae. aome sectlona uf ibc 
Htate being entirely free from thla 
diseaae. while the losa runs aa high as 
60 per eent in other sections. This re- 
port Indicates that there la an unuaual 
amount of allentlcui being paid to live 
8l<M'k. The number of brood marea 
UH.'d in itu-rca.sing and the nuinlHT of 
mulea used upon the farm decreualiig. 
It Is also worthy of note that a great 
deal more attention haa been paid to 
alfalfa . this spring than ever before. 
The amount of ground limestone uaed 
upon the clover land has greatly In- 
creased. 

Bumming up the Rrst report of the 
year, one cannot but be Impreaaed with 
the determination of the farmera to 
make the coming crop the greatest 
aver grown In the State.

Salicylic acid 
If, a ma^iaine of the greatest value In 
acuta ajrtlcular rheumatiam and cer- 
tain other diseases. It ia well known

the avila wliich may accompany Its 
uaa la darangament of tha dlgaatlon. 
it la therefore plain that Ita' aktenalve 
uss In food may lead io disturbance 
of digestion and health. 
_ It la entirely practicable to put up 
iH^lh jtriilta and vegetablea In auch a 
mannif^itlfalk their wlU keep Indaflnttaly 
by atarlhaing tha proaucta by means 
of heat, aiul there la no axcuae for

HARROW YOUR CORN. 

The beneficial effect of a well pre- 
pared seed bed and the use of good 
seed may be wholly or partially offset 
by imm^jwr or Inianfflclent cultivation, 
is thriovtea «f -erap spedallata of the 

Department of Agriculture. 

Proper cultivation Is an Important 
faotor in crop production. Cultivation 
should begin immediately after plant- 
ing by running once or twice across 
the rows with a weeder or aectlon har- 
row. After the planta come up at 
least two additional cultivatlona 
should be given with either the waedw 
or harrow in the coae of corn before 
the regular cultivators are used. Run 
diagonally acrooa the rowa with either 
«f> tfaaaa implementa, uaing the aacUon 
harrow with the teeth alanted back- 
ward with an angle of 46 degreea and 
repeat a week later at right anglea 
with the flrat cultivation. 

The use of the weeder or aectlon 
harrow is strongly advised for the 
alMy eultivatton of -corn and many 
•Hatm' cropa. It Is best to use the 
weeder on very loose or sandy soils 
while the section harrow is preferable 
on clay or buck-shot solla. Thia early 
cultivation with the woodiT or harrow 
destroys all young sraaa and weeds 
and leaves the soil In nne condition 
for .thinnlQg. The use of the section 
harrow for the iarly cultivation Of 
corn ' la comparaltlvely recent but la 
rapidly becomlpf general. One of the 
great advantige^ in its use. in addi- 
tion to the eifcellent work done, ia'the 
extra amount of land that can ba oul* 
tlvated in a given time.
